PHILADELPHIA, Miss. (AP)

been indicted in the case of the

murdered 
civil 
rights 
workers. 
Two indictments were handed 
down Frictey by the federal 
grand jury in Biloxi. Pending 
arrests, the indictments and the 
number of men involved re­ 
mained secret. 
Presumably, the charges deal 
with civil rights violations. Mur­ 
der is a state charge, not feder­ 
al. 
The 23-member 
grand jury 
heard about 125 witnesses dur­ 
ing two weeks of secret ses­ 
sions. The jurors included a 
Negro woman. 
The indictments climaxed one 
of the most intensive investiga­ 
tions in FBI history. President 
Johnson took a personal interest 
in the case. 
After the jury's report in Bi­ 
loxi, the sealed papers were 
taken to Meridian — near Phila­ 
delphia—where warrants would 
be sworn under normal proce­ 
dure. 
A Neshoba County grand jury 
that convened to consider the 
case adjourned last Wednesday 
without issuing any indictments. 
The state grand Jury, which

ments, complained that the FBI 
had not cooperated. 
The victims—James Chaney, 
21, 
a 
Negro from 
Meridian, 
Miss., and two white men, An­ 
drew Goodman, 20. and Michael

while investi­ 
gating the burning of a Negro 
church near this central Missis­ 
sippi town. 
The dead were found Aug. 4 
when

informer pinpointed

dragline. The bodies were dug 
out of a new watershed dam.

IF INSECTS get into your 
house, identify them correctly. 
Then apply the pesticide that is 
specifically recommended for 
the pest, suggest Ohio State Uni­ 
versity Extension entomologists. 


It takes just a few hours to 
provide winter-long life insur­ 
ance for summer clothes and 
furnishings. P a c k out - of-sea- 
son washables clean and store 
them properly to avoid moths, 
mildew, abrasion from soil and 
the unnecessary wear that deep 
creasing causes in fabrics and 
plastics. 
The simple formula for “pack­ 
ing away” is wash thoroughly 
with soap or detergent suds, 
rinse thoroughly, dry thorough­ 
ly and store efficiently and con­ 
veniently. Skip the ironing. Any­ 
thing which is folded will need 
ironing in the spring anyway 
Skip starch as it attracts sil­ 
verfish. 
To 
prevent crushing 
and creasing, avoid overcrowd­ 
ing containers: place heavy box­ 
es or packages under — never 
over — light or fragile ones. 
Start with the summer cottons 
and put the washer and dryer j 


rn anent 
moth-repellent 
finish. 
Otherwise, a similar finish may 
be purchased and added to the 
final 
rinse 
after 
laundering. 
Fold and store knits flat — be­ 
cause their weight can cause 
sagging and stretching if left on 
hangers. 
After laundering clothes and 
household accessories made of 
nylon, orlon, dacron and other 
synthetic fibers, finish with a 
final cool-to-cold r i n s e . This 
prevents setting deep wrinkles 
Hang 
permanently 
pleated 
dresses and skirts to drip dry 
into shape before folding them. 
For large pieces like blankets 
and draperies, follow the direc­ 
tions in the use-care book for 
your washer and dryer. For 
line-drying, drape each piece 
over two clothes lines set 2-3 
feet apart — preferably in the 
shade. 
Shift the position of heavy 
pieces once or twice to speed 
to work. To get things r e a l l y drving and to prevent clothes- 
clean, turn cuffs down and pull I line ridges. When dry, fold them 
pockets 
right 
side out. Ri p! and store them in plastic bags, 
hems and strategic seams on plastic sheeting, or heavy paper 
clothes which may need to be seal 
openings 
with 
gummed 
altered next 
spring. 
Replace; tape. 
missing buttons, 
mend tears. 
Use thick soap or detergent 
suds to pre-treat soil lines along 
the edges of hems, collars, cuffs, 


Before storing plastic — such 
as swim caps, wading pools, 
beach accessories, picnic equip­ 
ment and outdoor playthings— 
and pockets. Also remove ape-1 wipe all surfaces with a sudsy 
elal stains or they may become 
permanently “set” during stor­ 
age. 
Let cottons dry thoroughly to 
prevent mildew, then fold them 
lightly for packing. Wrap white 
cottons (and linens) in blue tis­ 
sue to prevent yellowing. 
Put transparent storage bags 
or boxes where strong l i g h t 
won’t cause colored fabrics to 
fade. Unless it is easy to see the 
contents, label the container as 
this saves time and trouble la­ 
ter. 
Moths work in winter as well 
as rn summer, so wash woolens 
carefully before putting them 
away. Some wools have a per- 


cloth or sponge, rinse and wipe 
them dry. 
Sprinkle 
talcum 
powder, 
b a b y powder or cornstarch 
over plastics — especially inside 
of inflatables — to prevent stick­ 
ing where things are folded 
Store plastics in a place which 
is cool, not cold. 
Sort out clothing and home 
furnishings which the family will 
never use again. If still in good 
condition, let these things give 
service and pleasure to someone 
else.

Pesticides Mean Survival, 
O SU Entomologist Claims

Agriculture 
Without chemical pesticides, 
the U. S. food supply would have 
to be rationed. 
Instead of having 3,200 calor- 
irs daily, the U. S. Citizen 
could expect only 2,500. The 
housewife would have to line 
up at the supermarket to buy 
inferior foods, and she would 
pay 25 per c e n t more for 
them. These are opinions ex­ 
pressed by Dr. George W. 
Ware, Ohio State University 
entomologist. 
“We are living in the begin­ 
ning of the chemical era,” Dr. 
Ware says. “ It is more common­ 
ly referred to as the Atomic Age, 
but in my opinion, chemicals will 


do and have done more for man 
than radiation, 
isotopes a n d 
nuclear energy. 
“The real value of chemicals 
is literally being discovered. We 
are building molecules — and 
learning to make things with 
chemicals,” Dr. Ware added. 
* • • 
CHEMICALS have contribute 
immeasurably to the health and 
well - being of mankind, the en­ 
tomologist contends. Without a 
scientifically determined spray 
program, few of the major crops 
in this country could be produc­ 
ed profitably, he said. 
Chemicals definitely have help­ 
ed man unbalance nature — to 
man’s distinct advantage, th e 
entomologist points out. “We

The mysterious corn disease 
which

Ohio farmers all season has 
suddenly a p p e a r e d in wide­ 
spread areas of northern Ohio. 
First called corn stunt virus 
and now labeled by some au­ 
thorities as Compact Maize 
Disease, it has been found in 
at least trace 
a m o u n t s 
throughout the sta-te, accord­ 
ing to recent corn survey* 
by state and federal agencies. 
Dr. Blair F. Janson, O h i o 
State University Extension plant j 
pathologist, indicated today the 
d i s e a s e is much more wide­ 
spread than crops specialists had 
before the surveys were start­ 
ed. 
“Although our surveys 
are 
not yet complete,” he said, “in­ 
fected plants have been seen in 
e n o u g h counties in various 
parts of the state that I feel 
sure the virus is present i n at 
least trace amounts in e v e r y 
county in Ohio.”

DR. JANSON indicated, how­ 
ever, that the virus probably 
would not cause great economi­ 
cal damage this year to corn in

'Cafe' Theme 


At State Fair 


A “4-H Cafe” was the general 
theme or atmosphere created 
for the 4-H food and nutrition 
exhibit interviews at the Ohio 
State Fair this year. It was lo­ 
cated in the 4-H Club Building 
at the Fairgrounds. 
Each county could send f i v e 
girls who were taking food pro­ 
jects. Each participant exhibited 
a favorite food, a planned menu 
which included that food and one 
place setting for serving the 
menu, and a tabel cover. 
Each participant used a card 
table for her exhibit.

the northern part of the state. 
“There appears to be little 
dwarfing of corn in that area, 
due to late infection,” he said, 
“so t h o s e farmers shouldn’t 
be hurt too badly, many of them 
not at all. They are lucky that* 
the disease hit them so late in 
the season.” 
In Southern Ohio the disease 
has swept through field after 
field. Earlier in the summer it 
was reported to be in at least 10,- 
000 acres of corn land in the Sci­ 
oto and Ohio river valleys. Now 
Janson thinks that figure is con­ 
siderably low. 
The key to the infection in 
Northern Ohio, the plant path­ 
ologist says, is a reddening of 
corn leaves, with the color va­ 
rying from y e l l o w through 
orange to bright red. As the 
season 
progresses 
and the 
corn becomes more mature, it 
will become more and more 
difficult to identify this symp­ 
tom. 
The disease stunts corn plants, 
often reducing them to half th e 
size of normal plants. The word 
“compact” refers to the dwarf­ 
ing effect. In fields hardest hit, 
yields of grain may be reduced 
to almost nothing. 
At present, there isn’t much 
farmers can do to protect their 
corn crops against the disease, 
Janson said. Research is under 
way to determine if resistant hy­ 
brids exist or can be developed. 
The virus first appeared in 
Ohio in 1962 when a few infected 
plants were found near Ports­ 
mouth. Since then crop losses 
have varied from a trace to 70 
per cent of the crop in isolated 
fields. 


balance so we can be free from 
hunger, eat as well in the win­ 
ter as in the summer, have time 
to receive an education, own two 
automobiles, leave home f o r a 
two - week paid vacation, avoid 
crippling and killing diseases 
and have a life expectancy of 72 
years for our children the day 
they are born. And, this is just 
the beginning of man’s capaci­ 
ty to control his environment,” 
he says. 
The development of more ef­ 
fective pesticides is one of t h e 
reasons why only eight per cent 
of the U. S. population can feed 
the other 92 per cent, leaving the 
rest free to produce other things 
a situation which has never 
before existed in the history of 
the world, Ware notes. 
He p o i n t * out that the 
world’s human population ha* 
increased tenfold in the last I,- 
OOO years. In the U. S. alone, 
the population has risen from 
less than one million to over 
180 million in some 15 to 20 
generations. 
To feed and clothe this vastly 
increased population, a higher 
level of agricultural production 
must be attained and maintain­ 
ed. And although man appears to 
be the most successful animal on 
earth at the m o m e n t , the in 
sects, plant diseases, nematod­ 
es, weeds, rodents and their al­ 
lies will not give up the battle. 
Man has wiped out entire civ 
ilizations, but he has never ex 
terminated a single one of those 
competing species he calls pests, 
Dr. Ware explains. 
“We could not possibly omit 
pesticides as tools which h e l p 
feed, cloth and protect us from 
disease — pesticides mean sur­ 
vival,” he says.

The 1965 wheat program offers 
you a chance to divert acreage 
to conserving uses in addition to 
the required 
minimum 
diver- 
ion say Drs. Wallace Barr and 
Tohn Bottum, Ohio State Univer­ 
sity Extension economists. 
In order to take part in t h e 
program, farmers must agree 
to divert an acreage equal to 
11.11 per cent of their farm 
wheat allotment. This figure 
represents the difference be­ 
tween the former national al­ 
lotment of 55 million acres and 
the 1965 allotment of 49.5 mil­ 
lion acres, according to Exten­ 
sion agent George Hamrick. 
This means that minimum di­ 
version leaves with their entire 
allotments available for wheat. 
Unlike the l a s t year, this ac­ 
reage is not eligible for a diver­ 
sion payment. 
If desired, additional acreage 
can be diverted to conserving 
uses. A minimum diversion, in 
order to receive payment, is IO 
per cent of the 1965 allotment. 
• • • 
THE maximum diversion for 
which payment can be received 
is: (I) the total allotment if the 
allotment is 13.5 acres or less, 
(2) 20 per c e n t of the allot­ 
ment if the allotment is greater 
than 48.4 acres; or (3) an acre­ 
age equal to the difference be­ 
tween the required diversion of 
11.11 per cent and 15 acres if the 
allotment is between 13.5 acres 
and 48.4 acres. 
No diversion payment will be 
made if the additional diversion 
is less than IO per cent of the 
farm wheat allotment accord­ 
ing to Barr and Bottum. 
The diversion payment for all 
the acreage diverted below the 
allotment is based on 50 per cent 
of the c o u n t y price support 
and the normal yield of wheat 
for the farm. 
lf you sign up for tile 1965 
wheat program, you may mod­ 
ify your acreage diversion or 
overplanting intentions n e x t 
spring, Barr and Bottum note. 
This g i v e s you a opportun­ 


ity to adjust your cropping 
pattern to provisions of the 
feed grain program before 
signup time for that program 
next spring. 
Signup deadline is Oct. 2, and 
g r o w e r s must 
meet 
that 
deadline if they are to qualify 
for price support, diversion pay­ 
ments and certificates on your 
1965 wheat crop. They may ov­ 
erplant wheat allotments by 50 
per cent and store the excess un­ 
der bond, providing this is so in­ 
dicated, and they may substitute 
wheat for feed grains or f e e d 
grains for wheat. 
But in any case, the October 
d e a d l i n e must be met to 
qualify for program payments 
on wheat, according to the spe­ 
cialists. 
Further information on pro­ 
gram p r o v i s i o n s is avail­ 
able from the County Extension 
office and the County ASG officfe.

9 Reservoirs 
Start in Ohio 


Federal Projects 
Worth $43 Million 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
biggest federal reservoir con­ 
struction program is underway 
in Ohio since the 1930s, Gov. 
James A. Rhodes reported Fri­ 
day. 
Rhodes, commenting on a re­ 
port from Natural Resources 
Director Fred E. Morr, said the 
value of Army Engineers’ proj­ 
ects in the state totals $43 mil­ 
lion. 
The governor said Ohio cur­ 
rently ranks seventh in the na­ 
tion in these federal projects. 
Arkansas is first with $112 mil­ 
lion in projects. 
He said nine new reservoirs 
have been assured as a result 
of appropriations by Congress 
and the reservoirs will provide 
8,500 acres of water for recrea­ 
tion and flood control. 
Rhodes estimated the develop­ 
ment of lakes “will add immed­ 
iate new 
permanent 
employ­ 
ment” 
for 
more 
than 
1,000 
people. 
Rhodes listed these Ohio res­ 
ervoirs: 
Buck Creek near Springfield; 
Caesar Creek near Lebanon; 
East Fork of the Little Miami 
River near Batavia; Big Darby 
Creek 
near Columbus; 
Deer 
Creek near Williamsport; Paint 
Creek 
near Bainbridge; 
Salt 
Creek 
near Chillicothe, 
and 
North Branch of the Kokosing 
River near Fredericktown. 
A ninth reservoir on the West 
Branch of the Mahoning River 
in Portage County is nearing 
completion, Rhodes said.

Leaders of 4-H work unan­ 
imously a g r e e that whole­ 
hearted support and coopera­ 
tion of parents are necessary 
for the continued growth and 
permanency of 4-H work. 
State reports show that from 
40 to 90 per cent of the local 
leaders themselves are parents 
— and they make very desir­ 
able ones. A continued increase 
in enrollment depends on an in­ 
creasing supply of local leaders 
and the whole-hearted coopera­ 
tion of parents. 
A very effective 
means 
of 
reaching the non-4-H homes is 
a direct approach to the parents 
— through the personal appeal 
of leaders and contact with the 
4-H program in action. 
Most leaders will agree with 
the county agent who said at a 
recent state conference: “ Let 
us sell the value of 4-H clubs 
to the parents in our communi­ 
ties, and we will get all the 
members and leaders we want.”

Canada Awaits 
Visit by Queen 


OTTAWA, Ont. (AP) — Queen 
Elizabeth II is coming to Cana­ 
da Monday for an 8-day visit. 
She is assured of a hearty wel­ 
come, but some officials will 
sigh in relief when she heads 
back to London. 
In Quebec, where explosions 
and 
armory 
raids 
have 
ex­ 
pressed 
anger 
over 
political 
issues, certain elements 
seem 
unhappy about the queen’s visit 
Security precautions have been 
taken accordingly. 
Elizabeth is queen of Canada 
just as she is queen of Britain. 
The purpose of her visit is to 
mark the 100th anniversary of 
the beginnings of Canada’s con­ 
stitution. When it came into 
effect in 1867 it united the o ld 
British colonial possessions of 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Quebec and Ontario. 
Dissident elements In Quebec 
want the constitution changed to 
give that province greater inde­ 
pendence, either as a self-gov­ 
erning nation or as an equal 
partner 
with 
tile nine other 
provines of Canada as a group, 
in a two-nation complex within 
the one set of national boun­ 
daries. 
Quebec 
is 
predominantly 
French-speaking 
and 
has 
preserved 
cultural 
customs 
dating from the 17th and 18th 
centuries. A cultural and in­ 
dustrial renaissance in the past 
decade has aroused jealousies 
and rivalries with the predomi­ 
nantly English-speaking majori­ 
ties in other provinces. 
The queen and her husband 
Prince Philip, will visit Charlot­ 
tetown, Quebec and Ottawa. 
While some newspaper edito­ 
rials in Britain and Canada 
have urged cancellation of the 
queen’s visit if there is any real 
danger to her, Prime Minister 
Lester B. Pearson has told Par­ 
liament: 
“ I do not agree that her m a­ 
jesty in coming to Canada is 
being subjected to a very awful 


risk. The government is confi­ 
dent that the queen will receive 
a warm welcome.” 
Quebec was the seat of the 
original French colony in this 
part 
of 
North 
America 
by 
the British in 1759 under Gen. 
Jam es Wolfe. Both the Articles 
of Capitulation and the Quebec 
Act, passed by the British Par­ 
liament in 1774 to give the colo­ 
ny its English-style constitution, 
guaranteed continuance of the 
civil, 
language 
and 
Roman 
Catholic Church rights of t h e 
former French regime. 
Opposition to the queen’s visit 
to Quebec began when plans 
were first announced. 
Most vocal and threatening has 
been the Rassemblement pour 1’- 
Independence Nationale, which 
views the queen as a symbol of 
foreign domination of Quebec. It 
advocates 
political 
independ­ 
ence for the province as a sepa­ 
rate national state. 
The St. Jean Baptiste Socie­ 
ties — once a powerful political 
force in the province and still 
strong 
advocates 
of 
Roman 
Catholic influence and preserva­ 
tion of Quebec’s French culture 
— has urged French-Canadians 
to shun the queen’s visit. 
The queen was last in eastern 
Canada in 1959 when she and 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er dedicated the St. Lawrence 
Seaway. She was warmly wel­ 
comed in Quebec Province.

The Star, in a story by Jerry 
O’Leary — a long-time friend of 
Hoover — said a transcript of 
his May 14 testimony was made 
available to the Star. 
The FBI so far has made no 


comment on the commissions’ 
finding, but officials have indi­ 
cated that the report was taken 
bitterly by high FBI officials.

They’ll need all the 
spare time they can find to dream up 
ways of making seaweed palatable.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Acting 
manager Dick Sisler scheduled 
workout for the Cincinnati 
Reds Saturday in the wake of a 
temper flareup among his play­ 
ers following a 4-3 defeat Fri­ 
day night that deprived the 
club of tking over the National 
League lead. 
A heated argument erupted 
among the Reds minutes after 
the loss to Philadelphia, but Sis­ 
ler said it was “only minor dif­ 
ficulties.” 
“It was real tough to lose,” 
he said. “Tempers are high. I 
like men who are so interested 
in their work that their tempers 
will fly in the heat of a pennant 
race,” he told the Associated 
Press. 
The loss was a severe jolt to 
Cincinnati winning the pennant. 
St. Louis also lost 1-0 to the 
New York Mets and Cincinnati 
could have been in the driver’s 
seat for the last two days af the 
torrid race. 
Sisler was huddled with news­ 
men in his office after the game 
when Coach Reggie Otero inter- 
ruped and summoned him out­ 
side to the Reds’ dressing room. 
The door was locked, barring re. 
porters from the players’ quar­ 
ters. 
Violent arguing and a lot of 
commotion, however, could be 
heard. Only the voices of Frank 
Robinson and Bob Purkey were 
recognizable, the latter seeming­ 
ly trying to be a peacemaker. 
About two minutes after he 
left, Sisler returned. He refused 
to disclose the nature of the 
dispute and when reporters were 
permitted entrance to the Reds’ 
quarters there was no evidence 
of a quarrel. 
None of the players, however, 
would talk to reporters. 
Before the incident occurred, 
Sisler took a swift kick at a 
chair upon first entering his of­ 
fice. 
He announced he had slated a 
workout for ll a.m. Saturday. 
Sisler would not say who his 
starting pitcher would be for the 
crucial and final game with the 
Phillies Sunday. 
“ I have made up my mind al­ 
ready,” he said. “For a special 
reason I want to wait until the 
workout before identifying him. 
“ It was speculated the blow 
up among the Reds was 
aftermath af an incident in 
the seventh inning when short­ 
stop Leo Cardenas was hit by a 


pitch thrown by Phillies’ starter 
Chris Short. 
Thinking he was thrown at 
purposely, Cardenas, with bat 
in hand, stormed toward the 
mound and players from both 
teams swarmed around him and 
Short. Nothing came of it. 
Sisler, however, conceded aft 
er the game that this was one 
of the pivotal plays, believing it 
had affected Cardenas’ play. 
“He took it out to his post 
tion,” Sisler said. 
Moments later in the eighth 
i n n i n g , pinch hitter Frank 
Thomas beat out a blooper over 
second for a single and the Phils 
were geared for their decisive 
four - run rally which left the 
Reds trailing the league-leading 
Cardinals by a half-game. 
“Thomas’ ball should have 
been caught,” Sisler asserted. 
“There was confusion out there 
(between Cardenas and second 
baseman Pete Rose). One of 
them should have had it. 
“We had the golden opportun. 
ity,” Sisler sighed.” We just 
didn’t do the job.”
